this “ Convention," it is, as we may say, the 
primary in these matters of anti-slavery and other 
reforms- 

But how gladly would we see cause to dissolve 
oar organizations, and to hold no more conven¬ 
es : There is not an Abolitionist here but would 
riK»t for joy could he see occasion by the passage 
of the “Fifteenth Amendment” or any other gov¬ 
ernmental edict setting the seal for “ equal rights,” 
to have done with anti-slavery meetings and in¬ 
strumentalities. You cannot doubt this and our 
sincerity in so affirming, when I assure you that 
for this we would willingly forego all these pleasant 
gatherings, these expressions and interchanges of I 
• social sympathy and affinity unsurpassed by any 
other association, and that for this we would even 
foreclose the lips of eloquence itself and be recon¬ 
ciled to the silence of Wendell Phillips. 

When, a few years ago, in that great national 
crisis originating the “ Emancipation Proclama¬ 
tion,” the question came up to us, shall we now 
cease all further ebneern for Anti-Slavery interests; 
and when our friend Garrison, (God bless him) 
took issue with our other friend Phillips (God 
bless him) on the question whether there really 
mi any more work for ns to do, in my opinion wc 
were wiser to continue our Society on the ground 
that the nnimus of the Sooth toward the blacks 
was still tyrannous and oppressive, and the whole 
condition of the colored people there no better 
than that of serfs. Look, now, at Georgia, Cuba, 
Florida, and other countries both within and with¬ 
out our own State lines, and see if there be not, 
there, still rainpunt, a pro-slavery spirit and action 
against which we must still contend. 

We rest not then, so long as there may be within 
our borders the smallest remnant of caste preju¬ 
dice or oppression. We rest not, I am almost 
tempted to say so long as the smallest black bird 
or yellow bird is shut up in the wire cage of social 
or conventional constraint, but feel as lovers of 
freedom that we must work to give those birds a 
wider range for their wings, and Ireer air for their 
liberty songs. At all events we feel, (at least I do) 
that we have some instrumentalities still claiming 
our earnest sympathy and support, whether we 
consider their usefulness and efficiency in this 
special sphere of social reform or in the wide field 
of ethical and philosophical suggestiveness. Take 
die Anti-Slavery Standard, for instance, I claim 
(or it that it not only is and ever has been the 
ablest advocate and defender of the black man’s 
interests and rights, but it is, also, apart from 
these considerations, one of the broadest and 
®ost generous and philosophic journals on the 
field of social science and civil interests. Cer¬ 
tainly no newspaper with which I am acquainted 
h»a anything like its height and breadth of phil¬ 
anthropy, its largeness of purpose, or the clear¬ 
ness of its benevolent aims. The contributions,

friend Mr. Bemond could testify. Democrats were 
still strong in churches, in parlors, in business, in 
society. An outspoken testimony in advocacy of 
the black man’s rights as a man was still needed as 
much as ever. 

At the close of Mr. Powell’s remarks, Mr. 
Sargent, the President, spoke of the importance 
of continuing to sustain the Anti-Slavery Stan¬ 
dard, by which the country is reminded every 
week of its duties towards the colored race, lie 
then introduced to the Convention Rev. Oscar 
Clcte, of Vineland, N. J., who spoke of the con¬ 
tinued power of prejudice against the negro, the 
immense importance of the ballot to him. not only 
as a right, but as an educational force, and of the 
imperfect idea generally prevailing of the true 
function of government. 

W endell Phillips in behalf of the Basiness Com¬ 
mittee, then came forward and offered the follow¬ 
ing resolutions:— 

1. Resolved, That we hail with heartfelt satisfaction, 
the vast progress the nation lias made toward justice 
and impartial liberty within the last year. 

Resolved, That we regard the Fifteenth Amend¬ 
ment as patting the capstone to the negro’s political 
emancipation, and as the guaranty for him of justice 
and fair treatment and equal rights in all time to 

urge on Abolitionists nDtiring effort to secure its 
prompt ratification. 

3. Resolved, That in the negro pew of the church and 
the illegal exclusion of the negro from full privilege in 
in our hotels and places of public resort and amusement, 
recognize that fell spirit of race hatred which made 
slavery possible, and which it will require the earnest 
effort of Christian and patriotic men for years to ex- 
e 

Resolved, That- we trust tho news from the White 
House is true, and that we may really expect an earnest 
effort on the part of the Government to put a stop to 
anarchy and bloodshed at the Sooth. 

5. Resolved, That in oilr judgment martial law should 
be at once declared in any county or town where a politi¬ 
cal murder takes place, and all persons directly or in¬ 
directly connected with or related to the assassins should 
be at once imprisoned until the offender is secured; fail¬ 
ing which a regiment should be quartered on the district, 
its expense, to keep the peace in time to come, and 
the estates be subjected to a fine of one tenth of their 
value—the said fine to be collected by tlie Government 
and paid over to the family of the murdered man. 

C. Resolved, That all persons aiding, sheltering or 
sympathizing with these Southern assassins should be 
promptly tried by court-martial, and shot, imprisoned or 
fined, according to the measure of their offence. 

Resolved, That it is the first duty of the Govern¬ 
ment to secure peace and safety of life and property at 
the South in order that schools, capital and men may be 
attracted there to complete tho reconstruction of those 
States. 

Mr. Phillips went on to say that immense labor 
is still needed to overcome the pride of race still 
cherished among the leading class at the South. I 
Some in that class now understand the situation, 
and are willing to adapt themselves to iL But the 
majority neither understand .nor consent He 
described Southern society as consisting of three 
eloments—the educated and accomplished gentle¬ 
men who owned the slaves ; tho ignorant, nn- 
travelled poor whites, full of prejudice and ani¬ 
mosity, the result of wur ; and the uegroes. The 
latter were the safeguard of the nation, necessarily 
loyal, both from gratitude for freedom granted them, 
and from the threatening danger wbicit surrounded 
them from the enmity of the whites. To the Na¬ 
tional Government only could they look for pro¬ 
tection. 

The long training and admirable organization of 
the leading class in the Sonth had created a state 
of popular feeling which can be counteracted only 
by slow degrees. Its force was illustrated in the 
case of that eminent and able colored man, Lieut. - 
Gov. Dunn of Louisiana. He was repectffilly re¬ 
ceived and introduced on tbe floor of the United 
States Senate. The Board of Brokers in New 
York gave him a reception ; and he was made 
welcome at the Metropolitan Hotel in New York. 
Yet a Railroad conductor in New Orleans refused 
to admit him to a first-class car, and when the 
President of the road, Gen. Beauregard, Was ap¬ 
pealed to, with a perfectly sublime impertinence 
he confirmed the refusal. 

This is a representative fact. Beauregard, bet¬ 
ter than most Southern men, ought to know that 
the Sooth has been defeated. He does not yet 
know it; and the moboeracy in those Southern 
States have been so thoroughly trained, that even 
the well disposed among their masters cannot now 
restrain them. 

Our hope, onr sole hope is, that in the South 
are 4,000,000 people who can’t help being loyal 
who may always be thoroughly relied upon. 

England is quiet under provocation from many 
quarters because she can’t fire a gun. She can’t 
venture to break the peace, on account of Ire¬ 
land. So with us. On account of the South, we 
can’t be aggressive. We are bound to keep tbe 
peace for five or ten years. Onr most serious 
point of consideration now is, how to banish the 
doctrine of race from this country. The danger | 
of to-day is that hostile elements are still 
eration, and that freedom will still be insecure 
until the Fifteenth Amendment is ratified. When 
tbe surplus of China comes to this country, as it 
will, the same trouble will be repeated. 

We must have in the Constitution a barrier 
against this pride of race. There will be no 
safety for us until this is done. Even Rhode Island, 
a New England State, is not secure for ratification 
of the Fifteenth Amendment, though the passage 
of this measure would enable her to sell B10 of | 
her manufactures where she now sells only §5. 

As to New England, we must urge Congress to 
the very verge of its Constitutional power to se¬ 
cure ratification. Conventions must be held, docu¬ 
ments circulated, all the instrumentalities of agita¬ 
tion kept in full play to urge public sentiment in 
the right direction. The idea which carried us 
through the war must hold sway for the next ten 
years if we would keep the fruits of that victor}’. 
As citizens as well as abolitionists, all onr influ¬ 
ence should urge a prompt ratification of the 
Fifteenth Amendment, 

Of all the utterances of Grant, tbe best was his 
request, Ratify the Amendment before I come 
and Jet me have this thing settled. This was I 
common sense of a practical intellect, sharpened 
by the events of war. Sherman said, early 
war, “This is a white man’s government, and to 
be kept so.” Bnt Sherman adds—“Bat if, in the 
opinion of the government, it shall become 
necessary to arm the negro, give him also the 
ballot” In this manner, too, the country has 
thought and acted ; not justly or generously, bnt 
yielding to military necessity. But if Grant and 
Sherman say so much, cannot we follow, and urge 
this counsel upon the nation until the ratification 
is accomplished ? 

Give money ; send ont agents ; hold conven¬ 
tions ; give Congress and the Legislatures 
peace until this point is gained. This summer is 
given us to work in. We must coerce Rhode 


States up to Congress. Wliat we do this summer | women also. 


will settle the question. If we get twenty-four 
States to ratify, Congress will shut ont fhe rebel 
States. This is the final death-grapple. By 
success here we shall awe the churches into Chris¬ 
tianity, and make the hotels decent 
After all, it will be a whole generation, thirty 
years, before a colored man can live comfortably 
country.

attitude of the nation, we, the abolitionists, must 
work incessantly to arouse the people and the leg¬ 
islatures to the duty of poshing this question until 
Congress meets. 

Mr. Wilson says that Congress will keep ont the 
rebel States, and he probably thinks so. But the 
Senate changed very suddenly on the question of j 
impeachment. We cannot feel sure until the thing 
is accomplished. We must use every effort. We 
need two or three States to spare beyond the 
exact number required. When McClellan built a 
bridge which needed to bear 100,000 pounds, he 
always made it capable of bearing 200,000, so 
to have something to spare in strength. We mi 
adopt the same policy, and not expect unwonted 
fidelity of the Republican party, nor assume that 
every member of the United States Senate is 
saint, 

Mr. Phillips was glad that Senator Wilson had 
avowed the determination to resist, at all hazards, 
the admission of the four States yet out of the 
Union, uuless they first adopted the amendment 
He thought Congress should cut up Texas into 
four States (as originally proposed under the slave¬ 
holding regime), for the purpose of securing be¬ 
yond peradventure the ratification. In conclusion 
he appealed to the Abolitionists to continue to 
give their means, their sympathies and their bodily 
presence in the conventions, which he thought it 
would be neeessary to hold from time to time for 
many years to come. Therefore, said he, give us 
the means to work, and yonr active cooperation. 
The most economical use you can make of your 
money is to help forward this canse. 

Mrs. Arby Kelley Foster, though in feeble 
health, added her word of exhortation. She re¬ 
minded the Convention that Henry Wilson, last 
fall, urged the Abolitionists to do more, that this 
work of ratification might be completed. As 
Napoleon said—Nothing is done while anything 
remains undone. When shall be the jubilee, to 
close up our work of forty years, with all races 
standing, equal before tbe law ? Until this is 
actually accomplished, we must put forth every 
Tort. 

The President then announced a song from the 
Hutcliin8ons, which was received with hearty ap¬ 
plause by the audience ; os was also the statement 
by Mr. John Hutchinson, that they had been siug- 
ing these songs of freedom for thirty years. 

Mary Grew of Philadelphia said that in this city, 
thirty-five years ago, she began her anti-slavery lire 
and anti-slavery work ; and the memories of that 
time aroused in her soul the exclamation—What] 
hath God wrought! She had seen prejudice breaking 
forth in furious persecution. She had seen a great 
public hall consuming in flames merely because it 
had been dedicated to the cause of freedom. Most 
of her anti-slavey life had been passed on the bor¬ 
der land of slavery, in Philadelphia. She recalled 
those early scenes with intense interest The last 
case of attempted kidnapping she had known had 
been that of a man called Daniel Webster, seized in 
Pennsylvania. The ablest lawyers were retained 
the interest of slavery. But Lncretia Mott sat 
by the kidnapped man, and gave him what sympa¬ 
thy and help she could. By some blessed influ¬ 
ence, the decision was given for freedom, and tbe 
voices that went up from that place seemed to be¬ 
long to a prayer-meeting rather than a court-room. 

Then, for the first time, we found ourselves pro¬ 
tected by the government; and from that day to 
this, free speech has been protected in Philadelphia. 
The slave power there was then broken. 

The speaker rejoiced and thanked God that her] 
mature life had been spent in this cause. She be¬ 
lieved the final victory to be at band, but not until 
it came should our vigilance be relaxed. We must 
stand by the black man till his cause has triumphed. 
All the moral strength and skill we have gained 
must be applied to this cause till it shall succeed, 
and then be transferred to the next. 

The last speaker of the morning was Mrs. Ella 
D. Rockwood, who spoke of the need the colored 
people still have of our sympathy and help, and of | 
the wisdom of seeing the nail clinched after driv¬ 
ing it. We don’t yet see this class of men in the 
jury-box or in our church-pews ; and even after] 
the Fifteenth Amendment shall be enacted, there 
will be some to oppose its enforcement. Mrs. 
Rockwood, closed by speaking of the value of the 
example of the Abolitionists to those engaged in 
other reforms, and the Convention adjourned to 
3 p. Jf. 

afternoon session. 

Wendell Phillips in the chair. 

Having called the meeting to order, Mr. Phillips, 
i the part of the Business Committee, read an¬ 
other resolution, as follows :— 

Whereas, Land for a homestead Is the natural, in¬ 
herent and inalienable right of every human being, and 
whereas the great mass of the recently emancipated 
slaves are utterly homeless and by law dependent 
will of their late masters for shelter and bread, there¬ 
fore 

Resolved, That we demand of Congress the immediate 
enactment of laws that will break up the landed mono¬ 
polies of the South, and place a homestead within the | 
reach of the humblest of this race. 

This resolution was received with much applause, 
and was advocated by the next speaker, William 
Wells Brown, who spoke of the various disquali¬ 
fications under which the colored people yet labor, 
and of the need of continued vigilance and activity 
in maintaining their rights. 

The President then introduced Mrs. Mary A. 
Livermore of Chicago, editor of The Agitator, an 
ably conducted woman’s suffrage paper, and one 
whose speech, in the women’s meeting two days 
before, had been one of the best features of that 
meeting. 

Mrs. Livermore said she had not heretofore 
been connected with the Anti-Slavery organiza¬ 
tion, though she had given some help to the under¬ 
ground railroad. 

Why, said she, do we prolong agitation on this 
subject? Because the Fifteenth Amendment is 
not yet ratified, and until it is, the position of the 
colored people is not secure. There is also another 
reason. Through the gap in the fence made by 
the Fifteenth Amendment, suffrage for women 
will have a better chance to enter. There was a 
difference of opinion as to which of these move¬ 
ments should have precedence. She felt like having { 
the Fifteenth Amendment passed first, and then it 


Mra Mary f. Davis, the wife of Andrew Jack- 
son Dai is, was the next speaker. She expressed 
warmly the satisfaction she felt in again hearing 
the voice of Abby Kelley Foster, who had first 
aroused her many years ago, to an active sense of 
the wrongs of the slave. Siie wished to add her j 
exhortation that we continue unweariedly in ad- 
vocacy of the negro’s rights, until the Constitution 
secures them for the future.

their friends to secure them all their rights. 

Mrs. Tappax (formerly Mrs. CoraL. Y. Daniels), 
spoke of the erroneous assumption commonly 
made, that the need of anti-slavery agitation has 
ceased, and proceeded to mention many proofs, 
North and South, that the spirit of slavery stiit 
lives. The prejudice against race will not be 
wiped ont by the passage of the Fifteenth Amend¬ 
ment. While life at tbe South is insecure, and 
While, in many places, even labor is refused to the 
the j freedmen, agitation most not cease • nor wou’d it 

ballot at once granted to the freedmen, even if if we realized that, in the States lately in rebellion, 


that right must still longer be withheld from wo- 

en. 

Mr. Giles B. Stebbins then made a few remarks 
urging that lands be secured to the landless and 
homeless people of the South. 

Stephen S. Foster followed in advocacy of the 
same idea. He said—Wc have invested vast 
labor and expense in the Anti-Slavery work. 
Shall we let all this be lost from want of insisting 
on its completion ? We must produce that state 
of things which will enable the negro to use the 
ballot for bis protection. The ballot withont land 
is worthless to him. He will be err sited by the hos¬ 
tile landholders unless he can stand on his own 
soil while he votes for the government of his 
choice. 

The men who have spent their lives under sncli 
peculiar circumstances in the cultivation of that 
Southern soil have a right to the possession of it. 
If you take jt from them, and put it into the bauds 
of their oppressors, yon share in the crime of the 
Southern slaveholder. God has legislated in this 
matter, and we are to carry out bis laws. With¬ 
out land to stand on, of what nse are feet or hands 

the negro, or to us. Mr. Foster demanded that 
a homestead be granted to every Southern negro. 
As to any danger snpposed to impend, tlirough 
this measure, over the possessors of landed prop¬ 
erty, he was willing that his own farm, near Wor¬ 
cester, should take the risk of it. 

By invitation of Wendell Phillips, Hon. Henry 
Wilson then made an address. He was received 
with great applause. He began by saying that as 
he had listened to Mr. Foster’s remarks, his mind 
had reverted to a convention of young men in the 
State of New Hampshire in the year 1837, when 
they were both younger, more enthusiastic, and 
he trusted not so wise, nc didn’t exactly agree 
with Mr. Foster in regard to the terrible condition 
of the emancipated negroes in the Sonth. There 
were 40,000,1100 acres of public lands in the South, 
and two or three years ago Congress passed an act 
giving to ev-Ty persou who wanted them eighty 
acres, and joying the black six months to take 
Ids choice be’fore any white man conld come in. 

A great many negroes had availed themselves of | 
this chance and many thonsand acres have been 
converted into farms. Besides these public lands 
at the South, the whole public domain of the United 
States lay open to tbe black men as it did to tbe 
white, and they could take what they wanted. 
Land was also very cheap at the South, and a 
thrifty black man conld easily acqnire land enough 
to till. He related instances of colored men who had 
hired plantations of old whites, among others, Jeff. 
Davis, and were making money fast out of them. 
Iustead of feeling gloomy in regard to the condi¬ 
tion of the freedmen, he, looking Ubek to former 
times, felt very hopeful and trusted that every¬ 
thing would be well. Since the November elec¬ 
tion the outrages at the Sonth had in a great 
measure ceased. Public sentiment had changed 
there, and the people were beginning to see that 
they mnst submit to circumstances. He saw Gen. 
Grant a short time ago, and told him the rebels 
murdering our men in the South for their 
fidelity to the country, and it must be arrested at 
by the strong arm of this Government, 
believed Gen. Grant and his administration were 
pledged to maintain, with the whole power of the 
Government, the liberties of every man in the 
rebel States, to enable him to think his own 
thoughts, to ntter his own words, and do wbat he 
pleases, provided he didn’t interfere with the rights 
of any other man. He suggested to Gen. Grant 
that the people would demand that our people 
should be protected there ; and if it conld not be 
done in any other way, martial law should be pro¬ 
claimed, and these murderers tried by military 
commissions. He had received a letter saying 
that Gen. Terry, our General at Georgia, was in¬ 
vestigating affairs in that State with a view to 
action, and that the Government would use its ii 
flnence and power to protect the lives and property 
of onr people. While he would hold the adminis¬ 
tration np to this, he hoped the whole people of 
the country, who love liberty and the good name 
and fame of the land will demand it of the admin¬ 
istration and stand by and sustain it. There had 
been a wonderful change in solhe parts of the 
Sonth, and on the whole there has been a great 
improvement. Andrew Johnson was not only 
the protector of rebels and had something of their 
spirit, bnt he was the protector of crime of every 
name and degree. Now, we have an administra¬ 
tion on the side of public order, which means to 
be on the side of the people and means to meel 
everything in the right manner. The administra¬ 
tion might have committed some mistakes, bnt it 
Is planted on the side of right, is looking in the 
right direction, and if the people support it all will 
be well. We shall surely pass the Fifteenth 
Amendment, and secure to the negro his full 
rights. And then we Bhonld have to consider wo¬ 
man suffrage. 

Henry 0. Wright remarked upon the absolute 
right of all men, black and white, to a permanent 
place on the soil where they were born, and— 

Mrs. F. E. W. Harper rehearsed the just claims 
of the colored people upon this nation. She 
thought the prejudice existing against her people 
was the result of slavery. Slavery shows a certain 
degree of weakness in the victim race, but there 
was hope now that political power was to be 
added to the brain-power and muscle-power of 
that people. She related instances of the industry 
and thrift of the freedmen in Yirginia, and found 
that a better chance in all the relations of life than 
formerly was given them there. She asked only 
that prejudice might no longer obstruct the path 
of the colored people. 

The Convention then adjourned until evening. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. .Sargent, the President, having called the 


the question to loyalists, black or white, is of noth¬ 
ing less titan safety and life. 

Though everything would not be accomplished 
by the Fifteenth Amendment, it was the point 
next in order to be carried. Even in Washington 
and Philadelphia colored people were ostracised 
and were nnable to obtain the same privileges as 
whites. She wanted a strict enforcement of] 
State laws at the Sonth, so that the whites down 
there should bo forced to give the negroes a 
chance. The North should pour out its money 
and buy useful articles for the negroes at the 
South, for they were poverty-stricken and needed 
tho necessaries of life. They also needed tools, 
farming implements, etc. Shovels, at present, 
would do them more good than tracts and Bibles. 
Also, a law giving them land at the South wes of 
paramount importance. It was of no use preach¬ 
ing or even teaching until the negroes had means 
of improving themselves in pecuniary matters, for 
they could not study while they were starving. 
The colored people must have not only the con¬ 
cession of their rights bnt the means of enforcing 
those rights. What the South needs is a code 
which shall mean the same in Massachusetts and 
Louisiana ; which shall protect the colored man 
the same as the white man everywhere. The 
Sonth is still in a state of anarchy. Various ex¬ 
periments for relief have been made, bat some of ] 
these have tended to coutinne the separation be¬ 
tween the races. 

When slavery was abolished, tho Choctaws, 
Cherokees and Creeks not only released their 
slaves, but divided their lands with them. The 
speaker wished that our own people would show a 
like measure of justice and humanity. 

Rev. Octavius B. Frothingham of New York 
was the next speaker. He said— 

Now that black men and women speak so well 
for themselves, there is less need of our speech in 
their behalf. Nevertheless, there is much work to 
be done before tho prejudices that have weighed 
upon the negro can be dissipated, and his rights 
be practically in his possession. We hove abol¬ 
ished slavery. This was only breaking a chain ; 
lifting tlie foot from a neck. Bat this conld not 
root ont that spirit of pride and haughtiness which 
has been cherished in our community. As long as 
tlie black man was considered unworthy of any 
right or privilege because be was black, so long 
we should have work to do. We must now oper¬ 
ate upon the causes of these evils ; a work of un¬ 
speakable delicacy and subtlety. 

Mr. Frothingham heartily paid his tribute of | 
honor to the men who began this work, and culled 
on all to join in the completion of it Now, lor the 
first time, the black man stands face to face with 
tlie white man, on tbe same level. But giving him 
tlie field does not secure him the victory. How 
mauy years has he beeu degraded and brutified ! 
And how many circumstances are still opposed to 
his elevation. Emancipation lias not yet made it 
easy for white men and women to mingle with 
black men and women as with those of their own 
race. A new public opinion must be created. The 
white man lias land, and knowledge, and con¬ 
sciousness of power, and the habit of exercising 
power, and political skill aud tact. The Southern 
white outwits even the Northern white. How 
hard will it be for the negro to withstand him ! 
Even after the Fifteenth Amendment is passed, 
how little will have been gained ! 

Mr. Frothingham paid a high compliment to 
tbe‘ heartiness with which the colored people lind 
entered upon their new opportunities. What the 
negro had already accomplished for himseif seemed 
a miracle, and did him infinite credit It seemed 
as if white people, under tbe same circumstances, 
would not have done so well. He had no words 
to express his admiration for the indomitable 
energy and perseverance of this race. They have 
done magnificently in industry, in education, in 
politics. The fact that they have asked for the 
ballot, that they are willing to take their chance 
against the astute Southern whites, showed admir¬ 
able qualities, powers that fill us with respect and 
admiration 

Still, the negro fights against prodigious odds, 
and needs all the help that we can give him. How 
goes the battle ? It must, in the long run, go 
welL But immense present disadvantages weigh 
upon a race so long kept in ignorance, and onr 
ease, indolence, prejudice are keeping us from the 
energetic action needed. 

The black must not be a tiller of the ground 
merely, bnt a merchant, a trader, a mechanic, 
mast have a free chance in the labor market. 
This will raise him in the scale of intellect, and 
civilization more speedily than anything else. This 
training must be given him, whence comes the 
strength to fight the battle of life. The ballot is 
only his opportunity to fight 

The ballot is good ; but he mnst have land also. 
Land is everything. Give him a piece of land, 
and you can no longer push him off. Give him a 
part in this immense power of property. All 
civilizing powers come to help the man that stands 
on his own field. Let him cultivate his own farm 
and build his own house, and then he will have a 
share in our civilization. We must do onr utmost 
to help him to this. Every cause needs a perpetual 
freshening up in remembrance. Our work has a 
new beginning to-day. After emancipating the 
slave, we mast lift np the man. 

Aaron M. Powell said—One of the fruits of our 
late straggle is the growth of republican opinion 
abroad. Now that slavery is abolished here, we 
find slavery everywhere relaxing its fatal hold. 
Mr. Powell wished to give a word of hearty greet¬ 
ing and recognition to the patriots of 'Cuba, and 
therefore offered a resolution on that sntiject, 
which, after the change of a word at the sugges¬ 
tion of Mrs. Foster, read as follows 

9. Resolved, That we hail with great satisfaction the 
proclamation ol the abolition of slavery by the EepubJ 
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iican patriots of Cnba; and that we uree the Gove-n- 
raeut and the people of this country to give ali possible 
sympathy, and all proper encouragement to tlie-.- . rave 
aud earnest champions in their heroic s’tro—te n0 w in

Charles Lenox Remond, being called for bv 
many voices, Ihen came forward. He desired to 
present his thanks to Messrs Phillips, Powell and 
Frothingham who had, he thought, covered the 
whole ground m question He said that he felt 
great pam at the defections which had taken place 
j in the radical ranks, because in many of the back¬ 
sliders he had placed great trnst In regard to 
the nomination of a negro as Minister to Havti he 
expressed much disgust—beeanse the government 
of Hayti had no sympathy with the free govern¬ 
ments of the day. He thought that if a colored 
man were to be sent ont of the country as minister 
at ali lie should be sent to Germany or England, 
and not to Hayti. He complained of the prejudice 
against color, even in Massachusetts, and said that 
lie himself, though a native of the State, had felt 
it all through his life. Give black men an oppor¬ 
tunity to succeed by tbe removal of social preju¬ 
dices, and they would, as he believed, do them¬ 
selves credit 

The closing address of the evening was made 
by Wendell Phillips. He said— 

When the pioneers started the Anti-Slavery 
cause, we were really green enough to believe that 
but few years were necessary to accomplish the 
work. A short time of trial showed ns that the 
American people did not believe wbat they said in 
Fourth of July orations. Then we dug deeper 
and applied to tlie church ; and the church ex¬ 
cused herself from doing her duty on that plea 
that we were infidela Then, having proved by 
experiment that the church was unchristian, we 
tried politics and went into disunion. Failing in 
that, we undertook to convert the masters; and 
there again we failed. Tlie gnn sounding at Sum¬ 
ter changed all this. The madness of the slave¬ 
holders hastened the accomplishment of our work ; 
aud now wc have tlie freedmen, feeble, landless 
and friendless, to plead for before the country. 

In this emergency the Anti-Slavery people 
showed their customary adaptation to circum¬ 
stances. They saw that tlie negro had been 
dwarfed,crippled, wilted down by the crushing influ¬ 
ences of slavery. They saw that he needed tho inter¬ 
position and help of friends, just as Caspar Hauser 
did on being released from his dungeon. To men 
in such estate, destitute of land or other prop¬ 
erty, and surrounded with hostile influences, it was 
neither Christian nor patriotic to say “Root, hog, 
or die !” To give such people equal advantages 
with others, we mast give them better advantages. 

Slavery has hurt tlie poor whites of the Sonth 
even more than the slaves, dwarfing their intellect 
as well as their moral nature. The prejudices of this 
class are even more inveterate than those of the 
better edneated slaveholders. The philosophical 
historian or seventy years hence, will, in analyzing 
the causes to which the Amcricnn Union owed its 
preservation, be compelled to say that tlie chief or 
tit cm was tbe accidental presence of fonr million 
of blacks encamped permanently in the States of 
the enemy. 

Mr. Phillips said he did not believe in the con¬ 
version of an adult generation. Tlie Georgian 
can’t understand that there is room in heaven for 
a Yankee. We never shall get over the prejudices 
of the adult South. It is unusable timber for 
American purposes. 

We can’t convert tbe Southerners; we can’t 
wait till they are dead; we must outweigh them. 
We want laud, and education, and the ballot, for 
every negro. Hold up Caspar Hauser till he can 
walk. This is not special protection, bnt common- 
sense interference for our own benefit. The Anti- 
Slavery Society is a society for the protection of 
the White nouse and tlie stars and stripes. 

There is a sense in which we are near our tri¬ 
umph. But mauy a ship has gone down in sight 
of port. The Fifteenth Amendment is not yet 
ratified. When that measure shall be completed, 
the negro will begin to be melted np with the 
white man, and the contention about race will be¬ 
gin to decline. 

Mr. Phillips here told an amusing story of his 
address, recently, in Fanenil Hall, before a body 
of working-men, some of whom had often joined 

mobbing him. ne began by saying—“I bring 
yon tbe negro.” There was a fearful silence. The 
expression took away their breath, so that they 
couldn’t even hiss. Before they had recovered 
that power he began to talk. He gained their 
attention, and proved to them by .degrees that the 
interests of laboring men relatively to employers 
were precisely the same, whether the laborers 
were black or white. It took fifteen minutes to 
bring them to this point; bnt then they under¬ 
stood and accepted it, applauded the speaker, 
and fairly swallowed the negro. The same pro¬ 
cess mast be gone through with the American 
people. 

Here in the city, many years ago, there was a 
colored school in Sonthac street. It was the char¬ 
acter of this school that brought out the masterly 
argument of Charles Snmner against sneh distinc¬ 
tions between black children and white. There 
was a brutal master, who, besides abusing tbe 
pupils in other ways, took a notion to whip them 
in Turkish fashion, on the soles of their feet. 
Complaints were made, bnt there was no remedy, 
because there was no element of respectability in 
the parents of those children which the city felt 
itself bound to respect. Some Abolitionists took 
np the matter, and persistent agitation, through a 
course of years, swept away not only the abuses 
of that school but the whole system of the sepa¬ 
rate instruction of colored scholars. 

The end of the Anti-Slavery cause will come 
when a black man is as good as a white one. 

A vote was then taken on the series of resolu¬ 
tions, which were adopted, and the Convention 
adjourned. Charles K. Whipple,

Therefore it 
would seem rather to the influence of mass and 
proximity that the magnetic disturbance caused by 
the moon must be ascribed. But if the moon ex¬ 
ercises an influence in this way, why should not 
the planets ? We shall see that there Is evidence 
of some such influence being exerted by these 
bodies. More mysterious, if possible, than any 
of the facts we have discussed, is the phenomena 
of magnetic storms. The needle has been exhibit¬ 
ing for several weeks the most perfect uniformity 
of oscillation. Day after day, the careful micro¬ 
scopic observation of the needle’s progress has 
revealed a steady swaying to and fro, such as may 
be seen in the masts of a stately ship at anchor on 
the scarce-heaving breast of ocean. Suddenly a 
change is noted ; irregular jerking movements are 
perceptible, totally distinct Irom the regular peri¬ 
odic oscillations. A magnetic storm is in pro¬ 
gress. But where is the centre of disturbance, 
and what are the limits of the storm ? The answer 
is remarkable. If the jerking movements observed 
in places spread over very large regions of the 
earth—and in some well authenticated cases over 
the whole earth—be compared with the local time, 
it is found that (allowance being made for differ¬ 
ence of longitude) they occur precisely at the same 
instant. The magnetic vibrations thrill in one 
movement through the whole frame of our earth ! 
But a very singular circumstance is observed to 
characterize these magnetic storms. They are 
nearly always observed to be accompanied by the 
exhibition of the aurora in high latitudes, north-
